This  year  we  offer  our  first  one  at  a  very  modest  price  considering  its 
quality. 

WINTER  MOON  (Thole) 

A  large  cream  white  of  fine  form  with  green  blue  shadows;  haft  flushed  and  reticu¬ 
lated  green  gold,  orange  chrome  beard.  Standards  wide,  domed  and  slightly  frilled. 
Falls  broad  and  flaring.  A  form  similar  to  Depute  Nomblot.  Tall,  42-inch,  well 
branched,  floriferous  and  slightly  fragrant.  A  beautifully  poised  blend,  suggesting  the
